Vancouver, Dec. 4. — Vancouver was 
visited by a stiff blow hist night, which 
made many buildings in tho West End 
tremble. Numerous accidents happened 
on land, but they were of minor im- 
portance. The accidents on the water, 
ii any, are yet to be recorded. 

Trained nurses have formed an asso- 
ciation in the city for the purpose of 
placing their profession on a thoroughly 
accredited and efficient basis. 

Tho Vancouver Board of Trade met 
last night and took up the question of 
the chargo made by the harbor master 
tor inspecting vessels carrying a small 
quantity of grain. It was thought the 
inspection was only necessary when a 
largo quantity was carried, so as to in- 
sure proper stowing. The 'board will 
seek affiliation with the Dominion board. 
An attempt will .be made to a licet a 
more expeditious transfer of freight be- 
tween here and Ladysntitb. At a spec- 
ial meeting tho board will discuss the 
advisability of meeting monthly instead 
of quarterly as -at present. It Was 
pointed out by a member of the board 
that passengers on the steamer Main- 
lander from the Sound were still medi- 
cally examined, when those coming by 
train or via Victoria were not. It was 
decided to ask the Dominion government 
to discontinue the practice. 

Tho V. W. N. & Y. railway met the 
Railway committee of the City council 
yesterday and placed their plans before 
them, all of which have been previously 
published. The committee passed a re- 
solution to the effect that they believed 
that it was tho intention of the railway 
company to immediately construct tho 
first section of the road 'between Van- 
couver and Westminster if reasonable 
facilities and encouragement were af- 
forded.

Says Manitoba Legislature Must Decide 
Regarding Prohibition. 

Toronto, Pec. ;t.— (Delayed in Trans- 
mission.)— Premier Roblin, who, with 
certain members of his cabinet, is in 
tho city negotiating on the terms of 
mortgage of the Canadian Northern 
railway, was asked today if he had read 
the text of the Privy council's decision 
on the Prohibitory law. 

"Yes," he replied, "and it contains 
practically nothing more than the pre- 
vious brief cable despatches, announcing 
the judgment upholding the province. 
As stated in n former interview, tho 
announcement was not a surprise to the 
cabinet." 

"What action will be taken?" be was 
asked. 

"That is for tho legislature of (Mani- 
toba to decide at the next session," he 
answered, "and it is for the members 
to say whether or not tho law shall be 
put into elTect."

Tho annual report of the Customs de- 
partment, Ottawa, on trade and naviga- 
tion for the year ending June 30, show- 
tho immense growth of Canadian trade. 

The exports were .<ilO(i,4S7,<W2 and tho 
imports $100,415,525. This aggregate 
foreign trade of !?.'lS0,flO.'5,l57 is the larg- 
est in Canada's history. It is greater 
by !?5, l 00,000 than for the yenr previous 
and greater by $1 18,000,0(10 than it ^ - as 
five years ago. With the exception of 
one year, 1SS0, our imports from Confed- 
eration down till 1S05 showed nn in- 
variable excess over exports. 'But - s itieo 
1S!)5 the balance is the other way. We 
sell more than we buy and tho excess 
of exports since 1S05 has been fifty-two 
and a half million dollars. 

Tho percentage of duty collected last 
year on the totnl value of goods entered 
for consumption, dutiable and free, Was 
10.00. Tho percentage of duty on "total 
imports for I!H)1 has been R".2S. 

The tonnage of vessels entered inwards 
and outward (sen-going and inland na- 
vigation), exclusive of coasting, was Inst 
year 2(!,029,80S tons. This is less by 
884,287 tons than it was in 1900, tho 
record year in our history, but it is still 
five million tons greater than it Was 
five years ago. Our tonnage of vessels 
engaged in the coasting trade, entered 
inward and outward was last year 34,- 
444,700 tons, which is considerably tho 
largest Canada has ever known. It is 
S13.000 tons greater than for 1900 and 
seven million tons greater than it was 
five years ago.

New Liner of N. Y. K. Line Has 
a Rough Passage From 
Yokohama. 



Highland Light's Crew Paid Off 
—The Bark Baroda Has 
Bee.i 8aved. 



The steamer Shinnuo Mfiru, of the 
Nippon Yusen Knishn line, reached port 
yesterday, having experienced heavy 
weather fur tin; last three days of her 
voyage. On Tuesday she arrived off 
the entrance to the strails, and it being 
dark and with a bowling ga'.e blowing 
from the southeast, Capt. W. H. Oope 
decided to put hack and run to sea. This 
is his first trip to Victoria, anil being on- 
familiar with tlie waters, he decided to 
take no chances, so when the lights at 
the entrance to the straits could not he 
seen, he put about, and waited until 
yesterday morning before entering. The 
steamer was badly buffeted about, but 
not in the least injured Iby the heavy 
gale. She hiings a large cargo of gen- 
eral freight, including everything from 
large shipments of new Ceylon tea and 
Japanese oranges to chop suey for the 
Chinatowns of the Coast cities, and gen- 
eral Chinese and Japanese 'merchandise. 
lOf her cargo 250 tons was landed at the 
ouler wharf last night, and she left for 
the Sound this morning at 7. She had 
ilO saloon passengers, live of whom were 
Europeans. There were Mr, and Mr-:. 
Mayer, from Yokolim>i for London; II. 
.Kurd, 'hound for (Seattle; Miss Marcel, 
for Seattle, and Capt. F. A. Jacques, 
an army officer, (bound to Europe from 
■Shanghai . There were fill Japanese 
passengers, of whom n lew debarked 
here. 

The Shilinno encountered n series of 
storms en route from Yokohama, ' 1mt 
the worst was that encountered ' when 
off the entrance to the straits*. ' ' The 
ibarometer went down ns low as 28.04.

The Shinnno is n sis- 
ter vessel of the Kaga Maru and of the 
ilyo Maru, th" new liner, which is soon 
to come to Victoria. The Shinnno was 
llitlilt on the Clyde, and the other two 
vessels wore built after her model by 
the Japanese in the shipnvards of "Naga- 
saki. Capt. W. II. Cope, a popular offi- 
cer, who has command of the 'Shinnno 
fMnrn, was formerly in the service of 
the Toyo Kusen Knishn. ibeing in charge 
of the big passenger steamer American 
iMnru, running between San Fr.'ineiflco 
and the Orient. This is his first visit to 
Victoria nnd the Sound. 

The steamer Kinshiu IMnru, of tips 
line, was passed in the straits outbound. 
She sailed from the outer wharf at 7 
o'clock yesterday -morning, having wait- 
ed until the storm passed ibeforo start- 
ing on her voyage. Fifty Chinese cm- 
ibarked here on the Kinshiu. She had a 
cargo valued at $.100,000.

Astoria, Ore., Dec. 4— Tho British ship 
Nelson turned turtle during tho storm 
last night and sank with her crew of -8 
men. 

The tug Tatoosh, which hns just ro- 
turued to port, reports thnt the British 
ship Nelson, Captain Perrin, turned 
turtle lust night and went to the bot- 
tom with her entire crew. Tho Nelson 
left Astoria, November 25. Monday 
uiglit she was back at the river's mouth 
and yesterday was reported to have 
shifted her cargo. She had a bad list 
to starboard, and could go on only one 
tack. Yesterday afternoon the tug Ta- 
toosh went ou and picked up tho Nelson, 
passing a hawser. The tug started off 
shore with the ship owing to the gale. 
It wns tho intention of Capt. Bailey, 
of the Tatoosh, to remain with the ship 
during the night. The gale that raged 
last night was too severe for the Nelson 
to withstand, nnd she 'broke from the 
tug and then turned turtle, sinking at 
once. 

In the darkness it wns impossible for 
the tug to render assistance to the mem- 
bers of the crew, who were not carried 
down, and all perished. 

The Nelson carried a crew of 28 men 
all told. She wns an old wooden vessel. 

Captain George Woods, the bar pilot, 
was to have been placed nboard the ship 
hist night, but the weather was too 
rough to permit it. The Nelson carried 
a cargo of lumber and was consigned 
to Capetown, South Africa, -by Taylor, 
Voting & Co., oi this city.

T1IK KLONDIKE OUTPUT. 

The Sa:i Francisco Chronicle says the 
output of gold in the Klondike was $22,- 
000,000 last year and "considerably 
smaller" this year. As the production 
this year was over §23,000,000, the 
Chronicle must either be badly informed 
or very rocky in arithmetic. The San 
Francisco paper quotes a special com- 
missioner of the London Economist as 
saying lhat the gold of the Klondike 
mines has pissed its zenith. There 
would be little difficulty in citing the 
evidence of many much better informed 
people in favor Of the view that tho 
maximum has not been reached. The 
Chronicle is careful to say tint the 
prophesied falling off is based upon the 
supposition that new deposits will not 
be found and that quartz mines will not 
■be opened. It adds, however, that the 
supply of fuel and the cost of labor will 
prevent any but the fu llest deposits from 
being worked. Both these difficulties 
are likely to be largely overcome, and 
ivi- think that the result will be a great 
increase in the output. We are wholly 
unable to agree with tho Chronicle's 
conclusion that Klondike has "fairly en- 
tered upon its period of decadence." San 
Francisco lias always exhibited great 
! a uti y of the Yukon gold-fields, and 
never missed an opportunity to decry 
them, and tho Chronicle is only keeping 
up the record. The men on the ground 
111 Kloi dike arc the most sanguine of 
its future as a producer of the yellow 
metal.

-dono or omitted in politics. This every 
public man expects, and so long as such 
criticisms and comments are not offen- 
sively stated, no objection can 'be taken 
to them. We think, however, that this is 
the first occasion when any one has ven- 
tured to say publicly that Mr. Duns- 
inuir is iu politics to advance bis per- 
sonal ends and schemes. Tho insinua- 
tion — it is more than an insinuation, in- 
deed, and as near a direct assertion as 
the Times bas the courage to make— is 
a deliberate falsehood, a gross and vil- 
lainous .slander upon a man, who has 
given absolutely no ground whatever for 
such an accusation. If the Times has 
como to the conclusion that it is good 
policy to support Mr. Bodwell, let it 
support him manfully and not by malign- 
ing others. 

So far as the Colonist is concerned, 
we are quite content to be judged by 
the stand the paper has taken on all 
public questions. Wji.haro not yet fall- 
en so low in our own estimation as to 
feel under the least obligation to defend 
the Culoi.ist from such attacks. Neither 
do we propose to defend (Mr. Duusmuir, 
lest 'by so doing any one might suppose 
that he requires defence from such a 
sstatcra.-nt. What we have to deal with, 
and all we have to deal with in this con- 
nection, is with the^paper, which sees 
fit to inaugurate a political campaign 
with deliberate falsehood. We have 
read the names of the gentlemen con- 
stituting 'Mr. BodweU's committees, and 
we refuse Utterly to beLieve that there 
are live on the list who will endorse 
what tho Times has seen fit to say on 
the subject referred to. It is one of the 
misfortunes of politics that some peo- 
ple, who are accidentally prominent in 
connection with them, have no other con- 
ception of the attitude of n. man toward 
public affairs titan that he has some per- 
sonal plan or scheme to work out. They 
fjirobably judge others 'by themselves. 
The man who has no other thought ex- 
cept how he can get a cabinet position,

Willi all the dignity and prominence. 
that can bo given to an item by tho 
uso of big type, ornamental border and 
double-leading, the Times draws atten 
tion to the fact that tho Colonist did not 
print a report of a meeting hold on 
Tuesday night by some supporters of 
Mr. Bodwell in the local election. Our 
contemporary instead of being displeased 
ought rather to congratulate itself thnt 
the Colonist left such a conspicuous 
news feature to it ou^in occasion when 
tho wires wero down and there was 
little news going. It is quite truo that 
the Colonist did not print a report of 
Mr. BodweU's mooting, and it is also 
quite true that it has not been tho cus 
tout for tho papers of Victoria to print 
reports of such meetings, when they ar 
held in tho interest of a candidate t 
which the papers aro opposed. Whether 
this is good newspaper policy is another 
matter, but it has been tho custom here, 
and tho Colonist did not feel liko de- 
parting from it at this particular time. 
The matter not being of a class that 
has hitherto been considered by tho Vic 
toria papers as news, tho Colonist did 
not feel like accepting it as an adver- 
tisement. The Times may not be able 
to understand how the Colonist could re- 
fuse any paid advertisement, but wo 
aro happily able to do so, when we 
think it advisable. During tho last Do 
minion campaign tho Colonist published 
the cards of tho Liberal candidates, and 
on ono occasion portraits of tho gen 
tiemen and short biographical sketches. 
We also printed from day to day fair 
and impartial reports of what the Lib- 
erals said and did during tho campaign. 
Tho Colonist is prepared in any cam- 
paign to do tho same thing, but it is 
not prepared to depart from any estab- 
lished custom simply because somo ono 
is prepared to pay it for doing so. As 
to what took place between Mr. Matson 
and (Mr, Lugrin, the public is not much 
concerned, but in printing an account 
of it Mr. Matson has confounded bis 
conversation with Mr. Lugriu at the 
Theatre with what was said to the 
'Manager of tho Colonist Printing & 
Publishing Company over the telephone. 
Tho Manager was only asked as to the 
advertisement, Mr. Lugrin had already 
told Mr. Matson that tho paper would 
not print a report of the meeting. Tho 
Times chooses to conuect Mr. Duusmuir 
with the refusal of Ue Colonist to ac- 
cept tho report of the meeting. It is 
simple justice to Mr. Dunsmuir to say 
that ho know nothing whatever ahout 
it until he was told by Mr. Lugriu on 
the following morning, and that his reply 
was that he saw no reason why the Colo- 
nist should not treat 'Mr. BodweU's can- 
didature just as it would treat that 
of any other candidate, regard being had 
to the tfact that the Colonist supports 
the government.

The movement to form this 
association is the first practical step to- 
wards consolidating public effort in a 
definite scheme for widespread and sys- 
tematic adveitising of tho city as a tour- 
ist resort, the importance of which it 
is difficult to exaggerate. The associa- 
tion aims to do more than attract visit- 
or?. It proposes to work on lines which 
wi'.l make for the improvement of the 
city 'by adding to its natural charms 
clean, well-ordered streets, and the en- 
couragement of individual effort in beau- 
tifying our surroundings, hoping "by sucb 
means to induce persons who come hero 
as transient visitors to become perman- 
ent residents, and thus add materially 
to tho wealth and population.

CANADIAN' MOUNTED RIFLES. 

Militia Department Has Asked War 
OMlc-j to Approve Name. 

Ottawa, Dec. 3.— (Delayed in transmis- 
sion)— Subject to the consent of the Im- 
perial authorities, the new contingent 
will bo known as tho Canadian Mounted 
Rifles. A cable was sent to the war of- 
fice today for approval. 'Major Ham- 
ilton Merritt arrived in Ottawa this 
morning, having been summoned by 
telegraph to a conference with Dr. Bor- 
den and Col. Evans. He was offer- 
ed the position of second in command of 
the mounted corps. Major Merritt ac- 
cepted tin; offer. 

Col. . Evans told me tonight he had no 
other commission to, announce for the 
present. It is pretty' well understood, 
however, that he his offered tho ad- 
jutancy of the regiment to Sergt.-Mnjor 
Church, riding master in the Mounted. 
Police at Regina; the position of medi- 
cal officer to Dr. Devlin of Winnipeg, 
and veterinary surgeon ' to Dr. Kidell of 
Calgary. These ihrce officers were with 
Col. Evans in the Canadian Mounted 
Rifles in South Af ica. 

The militia department is still wait- 
ing advices from England about the 
transport. It is definitely settled that 
no nurses will go with die corps. 

A meeting of the executive of the Pa- 
triotic Fund association this morning 
discussed whether the fund should be 
made apply to the .Mounted Rifles. It 
was dcciiled to look into the charter of 
incorporation to see whether it could 
be made applicable. 



The executive committee of the Brit- 
ish Columbia branch of the Navy League 
met yesterday afternoon, with Capt. J. 
G. Cox in the chair. Among those pres- 
ent were Messrs. Roland Stuart, S. A. 
ItobciiS, Capt. Devereux, A. B. Eraser, 
sr., and the Hon. Secretary. Import- 
ant communications Trom the head of- 
fice, London, on the question of naval 
reserves were received and referred to 
tho reserve couiui.ttee for report. 

The committee expressed much pleas- 
ure upon tho result of the public meet- 
ing held in Vancouver on November 23, 
and made Lester Frances un honorary 
member of the league, for the valuable 
services she gave in making that meet- 
ing such a success. 

Capt. Eddie, the honorary secretary in 
Vancouver, reported steady progress and 
the en dllment of a large number of 
members. 

Tin? very important question of desert- 
ers from the active service of the Royal 
Navy was thoroughly discussed, and a 
letter was read from Admiral Bickford, 
coininauder-iu-chief of the Pacific sta- 
tion, favoring the assistance of the Navy 
League on the subject. It was decid- 
ed that the p ovincial government lie 
a pp: oi died in the njntter, as it was 
found that financial 'a. d was required to 
make the scheme a success. 

The question of docking facilities for 
Ilis Majesty's vessels was discussed at 
some length, and finally a niub-commit- 
tee was appointed to obtain full infor- 
mation on the subject, to be submitted 
to a special general meeting to be call- 
ed to discuss the matter. 

Thi' naval reserve committee having 
repotted favorably upon the subject of 
holding a meeting to discuss the ques- 
tion of forming a naval reserve, it was 
decided to hold a meeting of sealers, 
seamen and others interested in the 
question of a reserve, on Thursday, De- 
i-ember 12, in the Board of Trade cham- 
bers, with a view of sounding local 
salts on the subject.' 

The sub-committee reported that n 
la-ge number of sealers had .been in- 
terviewed on tie. question, and a great 
mnnv ol' them are very much interested 
in the scheme, and expressed hope that 
a reso-vc would be, established at an 
early date.

CANADA AND AUSTRALIA. 

Premier Barton Sugirests a Conference 
on Reciprocity at Coronation Time. 

A Melbourne special hi tho Montreal 
'Star says: Although the Prime Min- 
ister 1ms not received any formal in- 
vitation to be present nt 'the ceremonies 
in eohnect'on with tho King's corona- 
tion in June next, lion. Edmund Barton 
said: "I havo no doubt, from what I 
hear, that the common wealth and Can- 
ada will lie asked to send representatives 
to Hie ceremonies, and probably the in- 
dividual -statos of the two British fed- 
erations will also Ibe 'given an opportun- 
ity of being represented if they wish it. 
In the absence of- n -.definite invitation, 
the ministry iis a whole have not con- 
sidered who shall ibe the federal dele- 
gate, but there appears to 'he n consen- 
sus of opinion among ministers that the 
Prime Minister should undertake the 
trip to England. Whoever goes in hie- 
half of the commonwealth, action, will 
be tajepn to secure a conference ilietween 
this gentleman and Canada's representa- 
tive in order that tho question of trade 
reciprocity may bo discussed." 
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THE EMPIRE LEAGUE. 

Captain Wolley Repeats nis Lecture to 
a Small Audience. 

Captain Clivo Phillipps- Wolley deliv 
ered an address on ,"Our Duty to the 
Empire," in the city hall Inst night un- 
der tho auspices of the Empire League, 
to a small audience. Mayor Hnyward 
presided, and introduced the lecturer, 
who was received with applause. Cnpt. 
Wolley after defining the' accepted 
meaning of the term nation proceeded to 
prove Britain's right to that title. 
Rapidly reviewing the origin and pro- 
gress of the British people until they 
had become tho lenders in Christianity 
and civilization, and the dominant power 
of the present day, the speaker adurn 
of the present day, tho speaker objured 
his hearers to preserve tho snored rights 
of freedom won by their ancestors and 
hand them down unimpaired to future 
generations— -that, he contended, was 
our duty to the Empire, 

Capt. Wolley then delivered ft forcible 
nrgument against foreign immigration 
generally, and the Chinese in particular, 
expressing regret, en passant, thnt the 
French of Canada had not forgotten 
their mother tongue. The balance of 
his discourse wns a repetition of the 
powerful indictment of Chinese labor 
which lie delivered nt Semple's hall, Vic- 
toria West, two weeks ago, and which 
was fully reported in the Colonist. Inci- 
dentally he took occasion to make some 
slighting allusions lo tho Colonist in 
tho course of which he made the as- 
tounding statement that tho proposed 
Tourist association of Victoria was, "all 
tommyrot— a scheme for distributing ad- 
vertising matter printed in the Colonist 
ofllce." 

At tho conclusion of the lecture. Mr. 
Moore, who resided in China for many 
years, fully endorsed many of Captain 
Wolley'a strictures on the Mongolians. 

V vote of thanks was tendered to tho 
lecturer nnd the audience dispersed after 
singing, "God Save the King."

WEEKLY WEATHER .SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 27th Nov. 
to 3rd Doe., 1001. 

The weather durlnR this week has been 
remarkably cloudy and ruin has fallen upor 
every day but one. This was due to th 
constant hovering °C n portion of tin 
great Pacific low area over this province 
and the adjoining States, while from the 
coast of California Inland to the plateau 
region Including the Canadian Territories, 
the barometer remained high. Upon Sat- 
urday, the last day of November, the bar- 
ometer fell rapidly In this vicinity In ad- 
vance of a fitorm area from the ocean which 
as It passed Inland ncross Vancouver Isl- 
and, caused a southeasterly gale on the 
Straits of Euca and Georgia. The follow- 
ing day was comparatively fair over the 
Pacific slope, with a tendency along this 
coast for dry northerly winds. On Monday 
2nd December, another storm area crossed 
Northern British Columbia, and caused n 
general rain west of the Cascades anil 
thunder and lightning at both Westmin- 
ster and Cape Flattery. This disturbance 
was followed on Tuesday, 3rd; by one of 
the severest widespread storms of the sea- 
son. As the -centre of this storm passed 
across Vancouver Island, the Victoria 
barometer fell to 29 inches, and the wind 
increased to a gale from the southeast, 
shifting to southwest as the centre moved 
inland. During this day n southerly gab: 
also prevailed along the American coast as 
far southward as San Frnncisco. With the 
exception of two days the weather has been 
remarkably mild between the ranges, par- 
ticularly about the Thompson river valley, 
where the temperature rose to 50 on No- 
vember 27th. and caused a rapid melting 
of the snow upon the mountains. The 
weather has also been mild In Alberta, and 
with the exception of two days, consider- 
ably above zero in Manitoba.
